House, Senate vote to expand homebuyer tax credit; president expected to sign

WASHINGTON Buying a home is about to get 
cheaper for a whole new crop of homebuy- 
ers— $6,500 cheaper. 

First-time homebuyers have been getting tax 
credits of up to $8,000 since January as part of 
the economic stimulus package enacted earlier 
this year. But with the program scheduled to 
expire at the end of November, the House voted 
403-12 on Thursday to extend and expand the 
tax credit to include many buyers who already 
own homes. The Senate approved the measure 
Wednesday, and President Obama is expected 
to sign it. 

Buyers who have owned their current homes 
at least five years would be eligible for tax cred- 


AT A GLANCE 

The credit is available for the purchase of 
principal homes costing $800,000 or less, 
meaning vacation homes are ineligible. The 
credit would be phased out for individuals 
with annual incomes above $125,000 and 
for joint filers with incomes above $225,000. 
The credit would be extended an additional 
year, until June 30, 2011, for members of the 
military serving outside the U.S. for at least 
90 days. 

its of up to $6,500. First-time homebuyers— or 
anyone who hasn’t owned a home in the past 
three years— would still get up to $8,000. To 
qualify, buyers in both groups have to sign a pur- 


chase agreement by April 30, 2010, and close by 
June 30. 

“This is probably the last extension,” said 
Sen. Johnny Isakson (R-Ga.), a former real 
estate executive who championed the credits. 

The homebuyers tax credit is one of two tax 
breaks totaling more than $21 billion included 
in a bill extending unemployment benefits for 
those without a job for more than a year. The 
other would let companies now losing money 
recoup taxes they paid on profits earned in the 
previous five years. 

“We are still in a world of economic hurt, and 
Congress must continue to act boldly and cre- 
atively,” said Sen. Max Baucus (D-Mont.), chair- 
man of the Senate Finance Committee. 


Woman: 

I got away 
from serial 
killing 
suspect

CLEVELAND Suspected serial killer 
Anthony Sowell seemed like a “civilized 
person” on the April evening that Tanja 
Doss went up to his third-floor bedroom 
for a beer— until, she said, he leapt up 
and began choking her and threatening 
to kill her. 

The 43-year-old woman told The 
Associated Press on Thursday that she 
survived a night of terror through a com- 
bination of calm and cajoling, prayer and 
trickery But when she escaped the next 
morning, she didn’t tell police. Her past 
conviction on a drug charge, she said, 
made it unlikely they’d take her seri- 
ously 

“Now, I feel bad about it,” she said, 
“because my best friend might be one of 
the bodies.” 

Police and a cadaver dog re-entered the 
home Thursday where Sowell apparently 
lived among the reeking, rotting corpses 
of 10 women and the paper-wrapped 
skull of another in a basement bucket. 
The ex-Marine, who served 15 years in 
prison for attempted rape, is being held 
without bail on five aggravated murder 
charges. 

Just days after her own escape, Doss 
was helping search for her friend Nancy 
Cobbs. Now Cobbs is among about two 
dozen missing women whose friends and 
family fear fell victim to Sowell. 

Only two victims have been iden- 
tified so far—' Tonia Carmichael, 52, 
of Warrensville Heights and Telacia 
Fort son, 31, of Cleveland. 

Doss met Sowell in 2005, after his 
prison release, but didn’t know the real 
reason for his sentence.

Rap fans, the war for your immortal souls has begun. 

On Nov 24, Bill Cosby officially releases “The Cosnarati: State of 
Emergency,” a rap compilation bereft of misogyny, materialism and the 
“n-word.” 

Approximately two weeks later, Gucci Mane will unleash his first 
studio album, “The State Vs. Radric Davis.” 

The two albums are on opposite sides of the spit-kicker spectrum. 

Cosby, who does not rap on the album, presents us with a hand- 
ful of no-name MCs. The result is an occasionally heavy-handed, but 
good-hearted, treatise on the tribulations of street violence, the impor- 
tance of strong parents and the necessity of 
respecting women. 

Gucci, on the other hand, presents us with 
popularity for all the wrong reasons. In fact, 
he is currently grounded in his home state of 
Georgia due to legal woes, according to The 
Associated Press. And unless the bandana- 
bearer’s album represents a total departure 
from his current persona, Gucci’s drug refer- 
ences, rampant materialism, brushes with the 
law and speak-and-spell rhymes make him a 
poster child for what ails mainstream rap. 

So which will you support — the mindless 
or the meaningful? 

Why not both? Because the industry has evolved— for the worse. 

I grew up listening to a balance of rap music. It was easy to admire 
the “street knowledge” of NWA, alongside the bass-shaking of 2 Live 
Crew and edutainment of KRS-One. Sometimes you could find it all in 
one effort. 

Case in point: Ice Cube’s classic “Death Certificate,” which meshed 
the streets, sex and politics in one prolific package. But today is differ- 
ent. If Cube dropped “Certificate” now, my guess is it would be dead on 
arrival, unless he snared a couple of cameos from OJ da Juice man. 

Mainstream music is so far over the line in the negative direction 
that you can’t balance musical tastes without extra-special effort. Just 
try and avoid hearing the infectious, but insipid, “Wasted” from Gucci 
or the embarrassment that is “Becky,” courtesy of Plies. 

You couldn’t even catch a break from the Terrible Trio— Gucci, Plies 
and Soulja Boy Tell ’Em— during BET’s most recent Hip Hop Awards. 

The MCs of the moment so dominated the program that it could 
have been mistaken for a concert. It was telling TV 

And as a rap consumer, I’m willing to fight to get music airplay back 
in balance. It could be mere coincidence that Gucci and Cosby will 
clash on store shelves. 

But if it is a message from the MC cosmos, I want to send the right 
message back. 

I choose Cosby’s form of expression over Gucci’s self-destructive 
one any day Here’s hoping my fellow hip-hop heads will do the same.

FORT HOOD, Texas An Army psychiatrist alleg- 
edly opened fire Thursday on fellow soldiers 
at Fort Hood, Texas, killing at least 12 people 
and wounding 31 in what is believed to be the 
deadliest mass shooting on a U.S. military base 
in history 

The gunman, identified by authorities as 
Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan, who once practiced 
at Walter Reed Army Medical Center, was shot 
by a civilian police officer and hospitalized in 
stable condition. His motive remains unclear, 
although various sources reported he is opposed 
to U.S. involvement in Afghanistan and Iraq and 
upset about an imminent deployment. 

The attack erupted shortly after lunchtime 
on the sprawling complex, which is the home 
base for more than 50,000 soldiers and has 
absorbed more fatalities in Iraq and Afghanistan 
than any other base. The assault targeted a 
ceremony inside an auditorium of the soldier 
readiness facility, which provides medical and 
dental care to troops before they mobilize for 
overseas duty Officials said he opened fire on 
waiting areas as soldiers from across the base 
waited for appointments. 

Lt. Gen. Robert Cone, the base commander, 
said Hasan opened fire with two handguns, kill- 
ing 12 people — including a civilian police officer 
—before another officer shot him. Hasan origi- 
nally had been reported dead. 

Warning sirens typically used when torna- 
does sweep across the plains alerted base resi- 
dents and visitors to stay indoors, said Caitlin 
Johnson, an Army wife who was off the base 
when the shootings occurred. She termed the 
situation “horrible. ’’The base remained locked 
down for about five hours. 

“My husband’s in Iraq,” Johnson said. “I’m 
glad he’s not on Fort Hood right now” 

The event Hasan targeted, themed “Educating 
America’s Patriots,” was intended to recognize 
soldiers and relatives who had been unable to 
participate in college commencements because 
they were deployed, and representatives of eight 
colleges were expected to attend. 

Two other suspects were arrested nearby, 
but were later released without being charged. 
Cone says he believes only one shooter was 



OBAMA’S RESPONSE

involved. 

Agents from the FBI and the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
arrived at Fort Hood on Thursday evening and 
worked alongside Army investigators who were 
reconstructing the crime scene, interviewing 
witnesses and seeking a motive. 

Military authorities said ambulances carried 
the wounded to hospitals as Fort Hood resi- 
dents struggled to understand a violent attack 
on friendly soil. 

“It’s a terrible tragedy It’s stunning,” Cone, 
the base commander, told reporters gathered 
outside the vast facility northeast of Austin. 
“Soldiers and family members and many of the 
great civilians who work here are absolutely 
devastated.” 

Hasan, 39, graduated from Virginia Tech 
in 1997 and earned a doctorate in psychiatry 



from the Uniformed Services University of the 
Health Sciences in Bethesda, Md. He spent at 
least five years at Walter Reed before moving 
to Fort Hood. 

He was a “very devout” worshiper at the 
Muslim Community Center in Silver Spring, 
attending prayers at least once a day, often in 
his Army fatigues, said Faizul Khan, a former 
imam there. 

The Council on American- Islamic Relations 
moved quickly to call the attack “cowardly” The 
organization, an advocacy group for American 
Muslims, said it condemned the shooting “in 
the strongest terms possible.” 

“No political or religious ideology could ever 
excuse such wanton and indiscriminate vio- 
lence,” CAIR said in a statement. “The attack 
was particularly heinous in that it targeted the 
all-volunteer army that protects our nation.”

WASHINGTON Federal law enforcement officials 
say the suspected Fort Hood, Texas, shooter 
had come to their attention at least six months 
ago because of Internet postings that discussed 
suicide bombings and other threats. 

The officials say the postings appeared to 
have been made by Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan, 
who was shot during the incident that left at 
least 12 dead and 31 wounded. The officials 
say they are still trying to confirm he was the 
author. They say an official investigation was 
not opened. 

The officials spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity because they were not authorized to discuss 
the case. 

One of the Web postings authorities reviewed 
is a blog that equates suicide bombers with a 
soldier throwing himself on a grenade to save 
the lives of his comrades.

“We 
know nothing, just that she was shot in the 
belly,” Pfund told The Associated Press. She 
couldn’t provide more details and spoke only 
with emergency personnel. 

Pfund said Bahr joined the reserves when she 
was 17 to earn money for school and loved being 
in the military 

A Fort Hood spokesman said he could not 
immediately confirm any identities of the 
injured. 

“I ask that all of you keep these families and 
these individuals in your prayers today,” Texas 
Gov Rick Perry said.

Police say 
CTA stroller 
story legit 

Chicago police said Thursday that evidence supports a 
mother’s claim that her daughter’s stroller was caught in 
the doors of a CTA train Monday and dragged across the 
platform until it hit a guardrail, flinging her toddler onto 
the tracks. 

Union officials have questioned Ebere Ozonwu’s story, 
producing a photo of the folding stroller and saying it did 
not appear to have sustained the kind of damage that 
would result from smashing into a metal barrier at the end 
of the Morse station platform. 

But Chicago Police Lt. Denis Walsh said the traces of 
paint found on the stroller seem to have been from the 
guardrail. A CTA spokeswoman confirmed fresh markings 
on the guard rail that match those on the stroller, but said 
the transit agency’s review continues. 

Walsh said the mother’s story is “credible” and police 
are not investigating the incident as a crime. 

Authorities are still conducting interviews, he said, and 
are seeking to find out how the stroller apparently wound 
up inside the train after being dragged at least one stop. 
They also are checking police cameras for any footage of 
the incident. 


The ice man cometh— 

and hit a house

The Federal Aviation Administration has launched an investi- 
gation into a large piece of ice that fell from the sky and dam- 
aged the roof of a North Side house Wednesday night. 

The home— on the 4200 block of North Wolcott Avenue— 
is about 10 miles from O’Hare, and lies under one of the air- 
port’s flight paths. 

“We heard a big boom. The whole house shook,” said Paul 
Dowd of the unexpected encounter with the ice chunk. ‘And 
I looked outside. I thought it was the “L,” or something that, 
I don’t know, exploded, or whatever.” 

His family heard a bang about 7:52 p.m. and rushed out of 
the house, where they found remnants of a large piece of ice 
that had damaged their roof. 

FAA investigators’ first step will be to review radar data 
from the time of the impact to determine which planes were 
overhead. Investigators will then seek to determine if any of 
them reported aleak— providing the simplest possible answer 
for the source of the ice. 

Still, it is not the only answer, said Tony Molinaro, Federal 
Aviation Authority spokesman. Though skies were clear, air- 
planes that flew through damp clouds anywhere en route to 
the Midwest could have accumulated structural ice.

“Here in the Midwest, I might deal with it three times a 
year,” Molinaro said of falling ice. 

He added it was extremely unlikely such a chunk might 
strike a house or a person. 


A Batman-like 
escape plan

A brother of “The Dark Knight” director Christopher 
Nolan was allegedly plotting a Batman-like escape from 
a Chicago federal prison where he was being held while 
fighting extradition to Costa Rica on murder charges. 

Matthew Nolan, 41, a longtime Chicago resident who 
sometimes bragged he was a member of British special 
forces, was charged last month with making and possess- 
ing 31 feet of rope, a harness and other prohibited items 
“designed and intended to be used to facilitate an escape” 
from the Metropolitan Correctional Center. 

Prison authorities discovered the contraband while 
searching Nolan’s cell a few weeks after his arrest in the 
extradition case, sources said. 

“It is clear from the items seized ... that Nolan had 
devoted a significant amount of time during his first two 
weeks at the MCC preparing for an escape,” prosecutors 
said in a filing in a related case. 

Authorities also found that Nolan had made a metal clip 
from a pen that was able to unlock handcuffs. But a source 
said it was unlikely that Nolan could have escaped from 
the high-rise prison in downtown Chicago. 

A Bureau of Prisons spokeswoman said its records show 
no one has ever escaped from the jail where gang leaders, 
mobsters and higher-level drug dealers are held while 
awaiting trial in nearby federal court.

In a letter to the affiliates, Winter asked: 
“Will you now be complicit in establishing 
a precedent and expectation that teenagers 
should engage in behaviors heretofore associ- 
ated primarily with adult films?” 

This is not the first time the PTC has 
complained about the sexy prep-school soap, 


which Winter said is “expressly targeted to 
impressionable teenagers.” 

In July 2008, the organization spoke out 
against a racy marketing campaign for its 
new season. Ads showed intimate moments 
between the show’s characters (on a couch, in 
the sack or apparently skinny-dipping), accom- 
panied by headlines like ‘A Nasty Piece of 
Work” and “Mind-Blowingly Inappropriate.” 

“CWhas been defending graphic content on 
‘Gossip Girl’ by asserting that they don’t target 
teenagers,” Winters said Wednesday “Such a 
claim doesn’t even pass the ‘laugh test.’ ”

It was a long way from 
Honolulu, site of the 
2006 Pro Bowl Nathan 
Vasher played in, to the 
bench at Soldier Field 
Vasher sat on for an entire 
game in September. 

Vasher traveled that 
distance in a very short 
time, and some believed 
there was nowhere 
else for him to go in his 
career. 

But the defensive back 
has been born again in 
the last few weeks, re-establishing his value to 
the Bears in different ways. Instead of playing 
cornerback, the position at which he earned 
a five-year, $28 million contract, Vasher now is 
playing free safety on the nickel unit and making 
solid contributions as a special teams player. 

Vasher has been a safety for all of nine prac- 
tices, and he has yet to even have a pass come 
his way. But he has impressed coaches by taking 
to the position quickly and knowing where he is 
supposed to be and what he is supposed to do. 

He is sure to face sterner challenges Sunday 
against the pass-heavy Cardinals. That’s not 
alarming at Halas Hall, however, because Vasher s 



bosses believe in him again. 

“He really has come on lately in terms of his 
intensity level,” Bears General Manager Jerry 
Angelo said. “You can see a swagger again— not 
only on what he’s doing on defense but also on 
special teams. He is back playing with a lot of 
confidence. We’re seeing more of the old Nate.” 

Making the transition to safety appears to be 
coming fairly easily to Vasher. It helps that he 
has been a zone corner most of his career, so he’s 
used to facing the quarterback and understands 
the concept of breaking on the ball. But the field 
looks different from the safety’s vantage point. 

“The biggest adjustment is trying to get the 
angles down,” Vasher said. “It’s how routes devel- 
op. Things come straight at you. It’s like playing 
Madden almost.” 

While it’s likely he won’t be playing much cor- 
ner soon unless the Bears have an injury, Vasher 
could resurface there at some point. At 27, it’s not 
as if he has lost the physical ability to cover. 

But for now, he’s asking a lot of questions of 
secondary coach Jon Hoke and assistant second- 
ary coach Gill Byrd about playing safety 

“I have a whole new respect for the position, 
what those guys go through,” he said. “It’s by no 
means easy. Those guys have a lot of reads. To be 
able to see the whole field, not just one corner of 
it, from the inside out is different. Reading that 
stuff is all brand new for me.”

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Poker faces 


LAS VEGAS Nine players will sit down at a 
poker table Saturday in Las Vegas, hoping 
lady luck smiles on them in the $8.55 mil- 
lion World Series of Poker’s Texas Hold 
’em main event. They might not get up 
for 14 to 17 hours if they make it to the 
final two. 

Phil Ivey, a poker professional from Las 
Vegas regarded by many as the best card 
player alive, is among them. Ivey is the 
rock star of the event, gracing the cover 
of November’s issue of ESPN magazine. 

Accordingly, Ivey, 32, spent the 115-day 
break between the selection of the final 
nine and the main event in Cabo San 
Lucas, Mexico, playing online poker and 
exercising with a trainer. 

“We do cardio for 45 minutes, then we 
lift weights for a half-hour, then we do 
yoga for an hour and then we go golfing,” 
Ivey told pokerroad.com for its “Life of 
Ivey” video blog dated Oct. 21. Through 
a spokeswoman, Ivey declined an inter- 
view with the AP. 

Each player was paid $1.26 million— 
ninth-place money — the day after they 
made it to the final table. Harrah’s 
Entertainment, the private casino oper- 
ator that runs the tournament, stashed 
the rest of the money in a conserva- 
tive account that pushed the prizes up 
slightly 

The first player to bust out Saturday 
gets nothing more after the final table, 
while the other finishers will be paid the 
rest of their prize money depending on 
how high they finish. 

Here’s a look at the final nine players 
in the World Series of Poker main event, 
along with their chip counts in parenthe- 
ses. The finalists will compete starting 
Saturday for the tournament’s top prize 
of $8.55 million.

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Big-name chefs are turning to casual service 
and lower prices— but not without trade-offs

Finally, they’re catching on: Good food doesn’t have to be synonymous with 
white tablecloths and a dude in a suit reciting the evening’s specials. Increasingly, 
chefs who excel in fme-dining settings are taking it down a notch with counter 
service-only spots, offering a welcome alternative to $30-a-plate flagships. But 
don’t get the wrong impression— casual restaurants like Xoco and Belly Shack are 
hardly Chipotle. Even without table service, a quick lunch for two easily creeps 
upward of $25. There are other trade-offs too, including less-than-desirable seat- 
ing options and the occasional ridiculous wait. When all is said and done, here’s a 
look at what you really get for your money. 


Xoco

Long waits and delicious tortas quickly have become the hallmarks of Rick 
Bayless’ ultra-casual River North spot, where the celeb chef himself can be 
spotted behind the counter with some regularity Xoco completes a Mex 
trifecta for Bayless, whose next-door spots Frontera Grill and Topolobampo 
are just as popular but less hectic thanks to reservation policies and 
roomier digs. Though Bayless keeps mid-day options affordable at Frontera 
and Topolobampo (many lunch entrees fall into the $14-$18 range), the 
toothsome tortas at Xoco consistently undercut those prices, starting at $8 
and topping out at $12. 

Lunch for two: $26-$30 

Trade-offs: Cramped quarters, a line that sometimes snakes out the door, 
waits that can exceed 30 minutes at peak times

In the harrowing film “Precious,” the 
1 6 -year-old title character struggles to over- 
come incredible adversity 
Her mother has abused her. She’s the 
victim of incest, producing two children 
with her father. She is illiterate. She is poor. 
She is overweight and very insecure. 

No one will call this movie fun. 

Yet fun comes to mind when describing 
Gabourey “Gabby” Sidibe, the cheerful 
2 6 -year-old who plays Precious in the film 
opening Friday The New Y>rk native and 
big-screen newcomer is set to break out 
with her startlingly real turn as a teenager 
facing unbelievable physical and emotional 
trauma. 

The film— supported by influential exec- 
utive producers Oprah Winfrey and Tyler 
Perry— has taken home audience awards 
at the Sundance, Toronto and Chicago 
film festivals. Those wins are fueling Oscar 
talk for the film, Sidibe and her co-star, 
Mo’Nique. 

What? An Oscar? During a recent chat at 
the Wit hotel, Sidibe said that doesn’t even 
sound real to her. 

It's great that Oprah Winfrey is behind 
“Precious.” What's more powerful: That, 
or having a law requiring everyone to see 
the film? 

People often break laws, but nobody 
breaks Oprah. {Laughs] I think maybe 
Oprah wins. 

As if people are afraid of what happens if 
they don't listen to her? 

{Laughs} Yeah, people can do 30 days in 
government jail, but what will happen if 
you upset Oprah? 



Nobody knows. 

Nobody knows, and nobody wants to find 
out. That’s for sure. 

On a scale of 1 to 10, how heavy are this 
movie's issues? 

I don’t know if I can rate it on a scale. I’d 
have to say 5, right down the middle. 

Why? 

There are some people {for whom] it’d 
be a 1 or a 3 or something because they 
know this person, and so it might be close 
enough to home that it’s not very emo- 
tionally jarring. Or too close to home, so 
that it’s 10. 

You didn't want to get into acting, but you 
take a part that puts you completely out 
there. 

I know! I’ve been running, running from 
this business for a long time. My mom 
used to take me to Huggies {commercial 
auditions], I was such a goofy, goofy 


gremlin child. I was, like, way too cre- 
ative; nobody got it ... I wanted to 
be a comedienne when I was about 8 
or 9 years old and my mom was saying, 

“ You need to do this. You need to go on 
‘Star Search.’” And I’d be like, “Whoa. 
You’re too invested.” And I’d walk out 
and leave it alone. So I’ve been running 
away from it, but I think it’s a lesson 
that you can’t run from what you’re sup- 
posed to be. 

So they weren't looking for that 
much personality in a Huggies 
commercial? 

They certainly weren’t looking for a child 
screaming and crying to leave. 

Some say it was brave to cast someone 
who actually looked the part of Precious, 
rather than getting someone thin to put on 
a fat suit. 

That’s stupid. ... Part of the reason why 
she’s so ignored and so beaten upon is 
because of the way she looks. And it’s 
terribly disrespectful to girls who do look 
like that, to girls like me, if they had got- 
ten any other actress and padded her up 
and put prosthetics on her face. I would 
have been picketing. ... It says that actual 
girls like that have no self-worth and are 
not worth watching on the screen and 
can’t carry a film, which I think we dis- 
proved. 

What do you think when people throw the 
word “Oscar” around? 

It makes me nervous. Because I don’t 
know what an Oscar-winning film is ... I 
can’t see it because it’s too close to me. I 
haven’t been in this business very long and 
I don’t know what it looks like.

If I interview you again in two years, will 
you be saying, “Oh, well, now that I have a 
couple...” 

A couple what, Oscars? ... {Laughs} If 
you interview me in two years and I have 
a couple of Oscars, I probably knocked 
someone out for {them]. 

When people mention Chicago, what do 
you think about-other than Oprah? 

I think about Kanye West a lot. 

A lot. Because all his songs are 
about the Chi. All of them. 

Are you a fan, or are you 
getting tired of him? 

Are you getting tired of 
him, Matt? 

I asked you first. 

I asked you second. 

He could tone down 
his attitude. 

He’s so conceited. 

He’s got opinions 
that are stronger 
than everybody else’s 
opinions, and they 
need to be heard 
right now! That whole 
thing with Taylor 
Swift, “Oh, ’Ye, I wish 
you hadn’t done that to 
her.” ... I just think it’s 
rude to do that to anyone.

The buzz: The film, adapted 
from Jon Ronson’s book and 
directed by Clooney’s produc- 
tion partner Grant Heslov, 
begins by stating, “More of 
this is true than you would 
believe.” 

V The verdict: In this rhythm- 

free desert, the scattered 

laughs vanish like sand through your fingers. Actually, 
the whole movie doesn’t leave a lot to hold onto, per- 
haps because McGregor can’t do dry humor, Heslov 
doesn’t provide the proper momentum, or the mate- 
rial spends more time going backward than forward. 
Knowing exactly what really happened would be a lot 
more provocative than what we get: an offbeat jumble 
that feels like Coen Brothers-lite. matt pais, metromix

A movie studio would never lie for marketing 
purposes, right? If you believe that, you’ll believe 
the supposedly authentic archival footage from 
October 2000, in which Alaska psychologist 
AbigailTyler’s sleep disorder study determines 
that people were abducted by aliens. In drama- 
tized re-enactments of these events— that often 
appear side-by-side with the “real” footage— 
Milla Jovovich plays the psychologist. 


The buzz: “The Blair Witch Project” and 
“Paranormal Activity” certainly prove that people 
can be freaked out by fake documentary footage 
presented as real, and we’re game when it’s clever 
and convincing. The problem? Writer-director 
Olatunde Osunsanmi doesn’t realize that you’re 
only supposed to dramatize events for which you 
don’t have footage, which not only calls into ques- 
tion the “archives” (which mostly feature boring 


chit-chat) but constantly reminds us that the re- 
enactment features actors. Also, they’re pretty bad 
actors, with Jovovich’s blank performance never 
matching up with the woman she’s portraying. 

The verdict: Perhaps we could have fun with 
the notion of this footage as “real” if it didn’t 
conveniently get fuzzy and scrambled every time 
something conclusive is about to happen. (That’s 
frustrating, not spooky) 
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(UNTITLED) (R) 

Commercial potential 
holds no appeal for Adrian (Adam 
Goldberg, pretentious and unlik- 
able), a composer whose music is 
deliberately outrageous and fre- 
quently includes someone kicking 
a bucket. When he’s embraced— 
professionally and personally— by 
a gallery owner (Marley Shelton) 
who seems drawn to anything 
unconventional, Adrian must con- 
sider what is art and why 

The buzz: Few things are more 
subjective than art, and it would 
be great if director/co-writer 
Jonathan Parker could explore 
why one person’s perceived genius 
is another’s total hogwash. Of 
course, the film should acknowl- 
edge that there’s plenty of work 
out there that isn’t brilliant or 
worthless but falls somewhere in 
the middle. 

The verdict: The film, like some 
of these artwork it shows, may 
make you feel unsure if you like 
it, respect it or hate it, and there’s 
something to be said for that.

Chicago director 
takes on Dickens

We don’t know where director 
Robert Zemeckis plans to be for 
the upcoming holidays, but in July 
he celebrated an early Christmas in 
his hometown of Chicago. 

The Oscar-winning filmmaker 
rode into the Windy City with 
a train tour promoting his 3-D 
holiday film opening Friday, “A 
Christmas Carol.” In the adapta- 
tion of the classic Charles Dickens 
story Jim Carrey plays the infamous 
Ebenezer Scrooge, a role Zemeckis 
said Carrey landed for multiple reasons. 

“The main criteria is that he is a great actor 
and he also is fantastic at doing character 
accents,” the director told RedEye. “Not only 
does Jim have an expressive face, but when he 
performs he uses every muscle in his entire 
body ... It really comes through in the charac- 
ter of Scrooge.” 

For the train tour, promoters turned Union 
Station into a Winter Wonderland, with 
Christmas carolers singing “Deck the Halls” 


and “Let it Snow,” fake snow lying on 
the ground and holly wreaths draped 
around pillars. Chicago was stop 15 
of the 40 -city tour. 

Four cars in the train had been 
transformed into a behind-the- 
scenes look at character design for 
the film, artifacts from the Charles 
Dickens Museum in London and a 
look at the making of the movie. 

Besides the film, Zemeckis also 
talked about his favorite Chicago 
Christmas memory 

“We came downtown and 
had lunch underneath the giant 
Christmas tree in Marshall Fields,” the South 
Side native said. 'And walked up and down 
State Street and looked at all the windows of 
the department stores.” 

As much as Zemekis loves his hometown, 
he’s not sure he’ll ever get to set a film here a la 
“Batman” and “Public Enemies.” 

“I’ve always wanted to, and Chicago is a great 
movie town,” he said. “But I have never had an 
opportunity to have a story land itself here and 
work here, but you never know”

Mo’Nique talked about her role in the film. 


You’re known for making people laugh, and 
Mary Jones is almost the complete opposite. 
How was it for you to play that role? 

Rewarding. It was excited. It was challeng- 
ing because I love to laugh, baby, I love to 
laugh. But it was appreciated because I don’t 


know of any other director that would have 
given two fat, black women the opportunity 
to do what we did... The world needs to see it 
because guess what, Mary Jones exists, baby 
So does Precious. 

How would you describe the film? 

It is about a forgotten people. It is about 
obesity It’s about molestation. It’s about 
cruelty It’s about HIV/AIDS. But it’s about 
triumph— and that’s the beauty of the movie. 
People say, “How do you walk away saying 
it’s beautiful?” When you watch it and you 
understand, through it all, somebody can 
pick themselves up and keep it moving, that’s 
beautiful. 

Thinking about how Mary treated her own 
daughter— did that make you hate the very 
character you were portraying? 

Reading the book, I disliked what she did. 

I won’t say I disliked her, but I disliked 
what she did. Getting to that last scene of 
Mary Jones, I understood her. For as crazy 
as that sounds, you don’t excuse it, but you 
don’t want to judge it. Because it’s easy to 
say that she’s a monster, she’s cruel, she’s 
mean, but then who took out the time to 
say, “Well what happened to you, baby?” 
That’s why I say they’re the forgotten 
people.

That’s awesome,’ ” he 
told me by phone this week. “But to be honest, I didn’t really tell her 
{what a big fan I was], I told her I loved the show, but I didn’t want to 
go into it too much and freak her out, you know what I mean?” 

Horner’s titular Seeker, Richard, faces very “Buffy’-like situations 
this season, including dealing with a rift to the underworld, much like 
the Hellmouth in “Buffy,” that lets loose coundess demons, goblins 
and other creatures to challenge Richard and his mates, sorcerer Zedd 
(Bruce Spence) and Confessor Kahlan (Bridget Regan). 

Last season ended with Richard killing the villainous Darken Rahl 
(Craig Parker), and as the action picks up, Richard learns the victory 
will be short-lived. “Seeker,” which offers beautiful images of the New 
Zealand countryside where “Lord of the Rings” also was filmed, gets 
much darker this season, something Horner is happy to see. 

“I don’t know if they’ve taken {advice] from me or if they’ve just done 
it on themselves,” Horner said. “I said, ‘we’ve got to go darker and we 
need rock music.’ And that’s what they’ve done. ... It’s just opened up a 
whole can of whoop-ass.” 

Horner is well aware of the similarities between his show and 
“Buffy,” and his enthusiastic response to hearing someone else point it 
out shows that he couldn’t be more pleased. 

“Exactly, man. I’m making these comparisons every day,” he said. “I 
remember I used to watch ‘Buffy and I’d be like, Ah man, I would kill 
to be on “Buftv” to be part of that little crime -solving team fighting 
demons and monsters.’ And you know, now it’s kind of happening. So, 
I’m having a great time.”
